Summary of significant accounting policies:
Income Taxes:

The corporation has elected to be taxed as an 'S’ Corporation. The net income or loss of the
Company is passed through to the shareholder, and tax is then incurred by individual
shareholders.

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally
accepted in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and
assumptions that affect the reported amounts of the assets and liabilities and disclosure of
contingent assets and liabilites at the date of the financial statements and the reported
amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results could differ
from those estimates.

The following supplementary information is submitted:
Exemption from Rule 15¢-3-3 is claimed under (K) (2) (ii):

All customer transactions are cleared through other broker-dealers on a fully disclosed basis.

Net capital requirements:

As a registered broker-dealer, the Company is subject to the SEC’s Uniform Net Capital Rule
15¢3-1. The rule requires that the company maintain minimum net capital, as defined, of
6.2/3% of aggregate indebtedness, as defined, or $5,000, whichever is greater.
